Homophobic abuse and alleged assault 
by men wearing pink tutus on Halloween

A father has appealed for 
help after his son was as¬ 
saulted by men dressed 
in pink fairy costumes in 
Surbiton on Halloween. 

Brian Kingsford said 
his son Robbie was one of 
two victims of the attack, 
when two men assaulted 
him near KFC in 
Brighton Road. 

He had been subjected 
to homophobic abuse by 
one of the men outside 
the YMCA moments ear¬ 
lier, police believe. 

In the wake of the at¬ 
tack, Mr Kingsford has 
set up a Facebook group 
called Red Alert de¬ 
signed to help share in¬ 
formation about similar 
incidents. 

He posted a picture of 
his son’s face after the at¬ 
tack, showing the extent 
of his injuries. 

Mr Kingsford wrote: 
“My son had this happen 
to him in Surbiton High 
Street [sic] last night the 
two people that done this 
were dressed as pink 
fairies and the police are 


now looking for them. 

“These thugs need to be 
caught if you know who 
these two people were 
and have any conscience 
please report them to the 
police.” 

Police said two men, 
aged 21 and 18, were left 
with head and facial in¬ 
juries after the attack, 
which happened shortly 
after lam on Saturday, 
November 1. 

Trainee Detective 
Constable Ann-Marie 
Hodgkiss said: “This was 
a violent and unpro¬ 
voked hate crime and I 
am appealing for anyone 
with any information 
about the incident to 
contact me. 

“The two suspects were 
distinctively dressed, 
probably due to Hal¬ 
loween, and I would urge 
anyone who recognises 
their description and 
who may know who they 
are to contact me and 
help us trace them.” 

Police believe that 
when the victims walked 
down Victoria Road and 
passed a group of two 
men and three women 
outside the YMCA, one 
of the men shouted 


homophobic abuse. 

The pair continued to¬ 
wards the zebra crossing 
in Brighton Road, but 
were set upon. 

Passersby jumped in to 
stop the assault and the 
attackers ran away along 
Victoria Road. 

Kingston police said 
enquiries into the attack 
were ongoing and no ar¬ 
rests had been made. 

The first suspect had 
fair, shaven hair and a 
short, muscular build. 
The second had short 
brown hair. 

Anyone with informa¬ 
tion should call the com¬ 
munity safety unit at 
Kingston police station 
on 020 8721 5858, call 101, 
or call Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 
111 . 

□ A 26-year-old man 
has been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of common as¬ 
sault and inflicting 
grievous bodily harm. 

He was arrested and 
taken to a west London 
police station on 
Tuesday. 

The Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice said they are still 
looking for a second 
man.

Osbourne released from jail 


Shamed former Kingston 
Council leader Derek Os¬ 
bourne has been released 
from prison - almost a 
year to the day after he 
was jailed for download¬ 
ing and distributing inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

The ex-Liberal Demo¬ 
crat leader was released 
on licence on Tuesday, 
October 28 - one day 
short of a full year. 

The former Beverley 
ward councillor was sen¬ 
tenced to two years in 
prison on October 29, 
2013, after pleading guilty 
to 17 counts of making 
and distributing indecent 
images. 

They included extreme 
images of children, ani¬ 
mals and violence against

women, which he posted 
under the online 
pseudonym Dave Strider. 

The 60-year-old had 
served the borough for 27 
years, before his arrest in 
June last year. 


In the past 12 months, 
he is believed to have 
spent time in Wands¬ 
worth and Brixton 
prisons. 

A number of senior Lib¬ 
eral Democrat ex-col¬ 
leagues told the Surrey 
Comet they had not heard 
from Osbourne since his 
release. 

The new Conservative

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Council leader vows to stop flats development after Planning Inspectorate ruling 

Primary school hopes stalled

Hopes of building a new pri¬ 
mary school in north 
Kingston have been hit after 
the Planning Inspectorate 
ruled in favour of a student 
housing developer. 

Kingston Council had been 
fighting to turn land at the 
Kingsgate Business Centre in 
Kingsgate Road, Kingston, 
into a primary school as part 
of its north Kingston develop¬ 
ment brief. 

But a decision from the in¬ 
spectorate ruled in favour of 
land acquisition company 
Goldcrest to demolish the dis¬ 
used building, to make way 
for 210 student flats. 

An inquiry was held in 
September after the council, 
then controlled by the Liberal 
Democrats, stalled on a possi¬ 
ble land swap deal with Gold- 
crest, which would have seen 
the company swap the busi¬ 
ness centre for the adjacent 
Canbury Place car park, 
which is owned by the 
authority. 

Planning inspector Jennifer 
Vyse said: “I am not persuad¬ 
ed that the granting of plan¬ 
ning permission would, 
necessarily, thwart develop¬ 
ment of a primary school in 


the locality and it would not 
materially prejudice the out¬ 
come of the plan-making pro¬ 
cess in this respect.” 

But Kingston Council lead¬ 
er Kevin Davis warned Gold- 
crest the authority would 
continue working to stop the 
student flats development. 

He said: “We have been 
clear with the owners of that 
site that the council will stop 
them building. 

“Student flats are not part 
of the planning policy for that 
area and we will be working 


to make sure we don’t get 
them built. 

“We don’t want companies 
such as Goldcrest that are not 
here for the long term. They 
are not the type that are wel¬ 
come here. 

“We want people that we 
can work with. They have 
proven they are not capable of 
that.” 

Robin Meltzer, prospective 
Lib Dem parliamentary can¬ 
didate for north Kingston, 
said: “The new Conservative 
administration’s policy of 


masterful inactivity has been 
exposed by this judgement. 

“The Liberal Democrats, 
under former education lead 
member David Ryder-Mills, 
left plans in place for a prima¬ 
ry school on the wider site. 

“They were published, 
consulted upon, and work 
was even done to persuade 
Berkeley Homes not to put in 
a planning application to 
build over 800 student flats, 
which would have destroyed 
the plan.” 

Councillor Liz Green, 


Liberal Democrat leader, 
said: “I have to put the blame 
firmly at the door of the 
Conservatives. 

“They even called a ‘behind 
the scenes crisis meeting’ 
with Goldcrest’s manage¬ 
ment, but were unable to per¬ 
suade them not to go to 
appeal. 

“They have wasted another 
nine months. Parents want a 
school on this site in north 
Kingston and I hope it’s not 
too late to do a land swap to 
provide a new school.”

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New crossing point for greenway? 


Yet more roadworks are looming for Tol- 
worth’s greenway, and could include a 
new £110,000 crossing point. 

After Kingston Council asked residents 
what changes they would like to see to 
the £3.1m scheme, officers have drawn 
up a new report outlining 11 potential 
alterations. 

The most significant is a new, signalled 
pedestrian crossing, which under a 
“worst-case” scenario could cost up to 
£ 110 , 000 . 

Maltreated Italian cypress trees, which 
died earlier this year, are to be replaced 
at the expense of contractor North Mid¬ 
land Construction. 


But Surbiton Councillor Malcolm Self 
said: “If we plant another load of Italian 
cypresses in a year’s time and they all die 
again, we’re going to look pretty stupid. 

“They [Transport for London] say we 
can’t have a deciduous tree because it 
drops leaves. They don’t want to have to 
face the challenge of clearing leaves.” 

Changes to parking spaces in the 
Broadway are also among the plans, 
which will be sent to residents for anoth¬ 
er round of consultations. 

Proposed alterations were due to come 
before councillors at a meeting yester¬ 
day, Wednesday, November 5, at Dysart 
School from 7.30pm. 



Move is ruined after 
personal data breach

A Chessington family’s house 
move was scuppered when a 
housing company breached data 
protection laws by sharing infor¬ 
mation about them with a third 
party. 

Paragon Community Housing 
was judged by a Government 
watchdog to have breached the 
Data Protection Act by telling a 
prospective house swapper of an¬ 
tisocial noise complaints against 
Edd Denim’s family. 

Mr Denim, 29, and partner 
Vanessa Frias, 26, had been hop¬ 
ing to move to a larger home with 
their three daughters - Alyssa, 
six, Elbe, four, and Faith, one. 

The children playing in a com¬ 
munal space had been the subject 
of complaints by a neighbour - 
later dismissed by police and 
Paragon. 

Mr Denim said that after the 
prospective swapper was contact¬ 
ed by Paragon and backed out of 
the deal, “we tried to explain it to 
her, but she didn’t want to know”. 

Mr Denim, of Leatherhead 
Road, said: “They have made us 
look bad, and they have stopped 
us from potentially going for a 
move and getting a fresh start. 

“I feel it was unfair of them to 
do that and bad practice on their 
part.” 

Paragon offered the family £100 
compensation. 

In a letter to Mr Denim, the In¬ 
formation Commissioner’s Office 
(ICO) said: “From the informa¬ 
tion provided to us it appears 
that Paragon has breached the 
[Act] as it has acknowledged that 
they did not act correctly in dis¬ 
closing this information. 

“It appears that Paragon has al¬ 
ready taken reasonable steps to 
address this matter and to pre¬ 
vent it from happening again. 

“We will keep the concerns 
raised on file. 

“This will help us over time to 


build up a picture of Paragon’s 
information rights practices.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP Ed¬ 
ward Davey, who mediated dis¬ 
cussion between Paragon and Mr 
Denim, said the situation was 
“deeply regrettable”. 

He said: “I think public bodies, 
and even private companies, 
need to be very careful about how 
they use personal data. 

“In this case there appears to 
have been genuine harm done to 
Mr Denim’s chances of a house 
move.” 

A Paragon spokeswoman said: 
“Paragon takes complaints re¬ 
garding antisocial behaviour in¬ 
credibly seriously. We have 
offered Mr Edd Denim monetary 
compensation. 

“In light of this claim we have 
enhanced our training around 
the mutual exchange policy and 


procedure and also enhanced our 
data protection training, so that 
all staff can be confident when 
dealing with such issues.” 

Paragon is behind plans to 
build 13 flats on the site of the old 
Bridge Road car wash in Chess¬ 
ington, which was closed last 
year. 

The company manages 9,000 
homes in 10 boroughs across the 
south-east, including in Elm- 
bridge and Richmond. 

In its most recent annual report 
it said it received a total of 308 
complaints - down 22 per cent 
from a year earlier - and that 37 
per cent of people were satisfied 
with how their complaints were 
handled. 

It also received 161 compli¬ 
ments, and said 68 per cent of 
complaints were resolved within 
10 working days.

It has also been the base of the 
Milaap Centre, a multicultural 
club for older people from ethnic 
backgrounds, for the past 10 
years. 

Kingston Chinese Association 
and the Iraqi Women’s Associa¬ 
tion also meet at Murray House. 

But now Kingston Council has 
admitted it is expected to review 
future options for the site - al¬ 
though there are currently no 
plans to move anyone out. 

But Prabha Shetty, who helps 
manage the Milaap Centre, said: 
“I would love to know what they 
want to do with Murray House. 
We are not going without a fight. 

“If we have to move again that 
will be incredibly difficult for us. 

“Our funding goes to March 
next year, after that we will have 
to look for something.” 

The Milaap Centre receives 
£1,000 from the council yearly, 
the rest is made from 
fundraising.

Mrs Shetty said Milaap mem¬ 
bers had further been dismayed 
when they were told their ser¬ 
vice may also have to be comis¬ 
sioned in the future - with a 
number of service providers 
able to put bids in. 

She said: “How would 
anybody else know about our el¬ 
derly? We have struggled for 25 
years because we think we have 
a worthwhile service. 

“This is the only such commu¬ 
nity centre in our borough or 
surrounding areas and they are 
saying ‘Let’s go and commisson 
it all’. It’s disappointing.” 

John Azah, Kingston Race and 
Equalities Council director, said: 
“What we have said is ‘If you are 
going to make a decision then we 


want to be part of that consulta¬ 
tion process’. We need to be part 
of that decision.” 

Councillor Ian George, lead for 
housing, said: “It is a site that is 
run down - it does need assess¬ 
ment. We are looking at the fu¬ 
ture of care in Kingston in the 
coming years so we can plan 
ahead for future needs. But there 
has not been any decision 
made. 

“Whether we spend a lot of 
money on it or change what goes 
in that’s something to think 
about.” 

A Kingston Council 
spokeswoman said any review of 
Murray House will factor in in¬ 
dividuals and organisations 
using the facility.

Kingston police are appealing for help to 
find a man they would like to speak to 
after a clubber was left with his jaw bro¬ 
ken in three places.

‘I want truth

A daughter fears she is 
being kept from the truth, 
after she was blocked from a 
case conference into her fa¬ 
ther’s death. 

Helen Crewdson, 41, had 
been due to attend a meeting 
to discuss the death of her 
father Robert Cowan, but it 
was disbanded and she was 
told another meeting would 
take place without her. 

More than two weeks after 
the first meeting was due to 
take place, Mrs Crewdson 
received an email from Sur¬ 
rey County Council, on Oc¬ 
tober 24, telling her the 
professional-only closed 
case conference would take 
place. 

Mrs Crewdson, who runs 
weight loss clinic Hypoxi 
Therapy Centre in Surbiton, 
said: “It was evident when 
we came for the last case 
conference, which didn’t 
take place, that there was 
some sort of avoidance of 
accountability and responsi¬ 
bility going on. 

“I hold them, Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council and Anchor, to¬ 
tally responsible for my 
dad’s fast demise. Banning 
us from the case conference 


that is supposed to be for us 
to vent, is awful.” 

Robert Cowan was 72 when 
he died at Kingston Hospital 
from pneumonia. He had 
dementia and leukaemia 
and had been at Linwood 
care home, Thames Ditton, 
which is run by Anchor. 

Mrs Crewdson filed a com¬ 
plaint against the care home 
before Mr Cowan died, 
claiming he had lost weight 
and had been neglected. 

Her father died on July 9 
and less than a week later 
Mrs Crewdson got an 
email from a Surrey County 
Council officer recommend¬ 
ing the safeguarding and 
complaint process be closed. 

She refused to close the 
case and a meeting was ar¬ 
ranged for Tuesday, October 
7, following an investigation. 

At that meeting, objections 
were raised by Anchor and 
the council to the Kingston 
Guardian’s reporter being 
present. Our reporter left, 
but both parties refused to 
continue without legal 
representation. 

Both the council and An¬ 
chor Trust said profession¬ 
als always met first to 
discuss serious matters such 
as this and would meet Mrs 
Crewdson at a later date.

Pair jailed over threats to kill

A pair of convicted thieves 
are back behind bars after 
admitting threatening to kill 
a woman. 

Adrian Robertson, 40, and 
Rebecca Mills, 32, had al¬ 
ready served time earlier this 
year after snatching a pen¬ 
sioner’s handbag from a 
church in Tolworth. 

This week, the couple were 
jailed again for threatening 
to kill Jackie Rossiter, who 
lived below Mills’ mother in 
Edinburgh Court, Raynes 
Park. 


Roberston had already ad¬ 
mitted at a previous hearing 
to making threats to kill and 
damaging Ms Rossiter’s door, 
in June last year. 

His partner Mills, of Lin¬ 
coln Walk, Epsom, also ad¬ 
mitted the charges in a 
previous court hearing, as 
well as a charge of racial 
provocation to violence. 

At Guildford Crown Court 
on October 24, Robertson, 
who used to live in Mole 
Court, Ewell, and now 
lives in Guildford, was sen¬ 
tenced to 18 months in 
prison, while Mills was hand¬ 
ed 12 months. 

Mills’ mother had been 
evicted due to a history of 


problems with Ms Rossiter. 

An earlier hearing at 
Kingston Crown Court heard 
how, at 10pm on June 23, Ms 
Rossiter heard loud banging 
and music, opened her door 
and saw Mills and Robertson. 

She asked the pair to keep 
the noise down and they then 
started banging on her door 
and made the threats to kill 
her. 

Roberston told the victim: 
“I have been in prison for 22 
years. I’m going to kill you, 
and if I don’t kill you I’m 
going to kill your children. 

“I will put your kids in a 
white van and kill your 
mum.” 

Mills then shouted violent 


racial abuse and said: “You 
got my mum kicked out. I’m 
going to have you.” 

The couple left when the po¬ 
lice were called and were 
later arrested. 

Mills and Robertson were 
previously jailed for stealing 
an 81-year-old’s handbag 
while she took communion 
in Our Lady Immaculate 
church, in Ewell Road, 
Tolworth. 

For this offence, Robertson 
was sentenced to five months 
in jail and Mills was handed 
eight weeks behind bars. 

In 2009, Robertson was 
jailed for two-and-a-half 
years for robbing a partially- 
sighted musician in Epsom.

“His crowning achievement 
was leading the Conservatives to 
victory in Kingston in May. 

“It is terribly sad that he will 
not be able to see all of his hard- 
fought plans come to fruition. I 
will miss Howard very much.” 

Liberal Democrat leader Coun¬ 
cillor Liz Green said: “Howard 
was a really nice bloke. We had 
political differences, but we 
never had any difficulty talking 
through things.”

Two burka-clad robbers threat¬ 
ened former phone shop col¬ 
leagues with a meat cleaver before 
tying them up and leaving with 
£40,000 worth of gadgets and cash. 

Mohammed Sabek, 27, and 
Aneel Khan, 28, robbed the 
Phones 4U store in Putney High 
Street - where they had both pre¬ 
viously worked - wearing the reli¬ 
gious garments to conceal their 
identities. 

They approached a sales assis¬ 
tant who was serving a customer, 
threatened him with a meat 
cleaver and instructed him to 
close the front door. 

They forced the assistant, the 
customer and the store manager 
into a basement and tied them up 
before loading more than £40,000 
worth of phones, tablets, 
accessories and cash into suitcas¬ 
es and taking a taxi to Hounslow. 

But they were caught when offi¬ 
cers spotted them on CCTV inside 
a coffee shop without their dis¬ 
guises following an aborted rob¬ 
bery two days before. 

On Friday, October 24, Sabek, of 


Grovsenor Road, Chiswick and 
Khan, from Gloucester Road, 
Kingston, were both jailed for five 
years for conspiracy to rob at 
Kingston Crown Court. 

Detective Constable John Bald¬ 
win, from Wandsworth CID, said: 
“Both Sabek and Khan are now 
facing a long jail sentence because 
they thought by wearing clothing 
to conceal their faces and bodies 
they could commit crime and not 
be caught. 

“What both of them failed to re¬ 
alise is that the Metropolitan 
Police will use specialist teams 
and equipment to catch and pros¬ 
ecute those responsible for such 
acts. 

“I hope that these sentences 
serve as a reminder to anybody 
thinking of committing serious 
crimes that, sooner or later, they 
will be serving a lengthy custodial 
sentence.” 

Both men were former employ¬ 
ees of the Phones 4U branch, who 
had been under investigation by 
the store for misconduct. 

Sabek had resigned two months 
before the robbery, on October 2, 
2012, and Khan a month before. 

Police said finding the culprits 
required “a lengthy and complex 
investigation”.

Crossrail 2 on track

The £20bn Crossrail 2 project is a 
step closer to coming to Kingston, 
after the Mayor of London backed 
a route that could see high-speed 
trains pass through five of the bor¬ 
ough’s stations. 

Boris Johnson last week an¬ 
nounced the preferred route of 
the proposed high frequency, high 
capacity service, which would run 
from Epsom up to Cheshunt in 
Hertfordshire through central 
London. 

It includes a single journey that 
would get passengers from 
Kingston to Tottenham Court 
Road station in central London in 
under half an hour. 

Other stations included in the 
scheme are New Malden, Motspur 
Park, Surbiton and Chessington 
South. 

Mr Johnson said: “Crossrail 2 is 
a vital project not just for the capi¬ 
tal, but also for the regions from 
which people travel into London 
on packed trains each day of the 
week. 

“For the capital to remain glob¬ 
ally competitive there needs to be 
continued investment in our 
transport network and that’s why 
we have to get cracking on plan¬ 
ning for Crossrail 2. 

“It’s an essential infrastructure 
project that will deliver thousands

of new homes and jobs, as well as 
helping to keep our great city 
moving.” 

If approved by the Government, 
work to build Crossrail 2 could 
begin by 2017 and be completed by 
2030. 

A consultation on a single pre¬ 
ferred route and station locations 
is expected in September 2015. 

Stephen Knight, London Assem¬ 
bly member for Kingston and 
Richmond, said: “It is vital that 
the investment is found to con¬ 
struct Crossrail 2 as it is needed to 
ensure that London as a whole can 
continue to grow and prosper. 

“In south-west London it will re¬ 
lieve overcrowding and enable a 
significant improvement to the 
current transport links.” 

Liberal Democrat leader Coun¬ 
cillor Liz Green said: “I think it is 
everybody’s preferred route, but 
my worry is the costing.” 


The scheme caused some contro¬ 
versy in Kingston earlier this year, 
when Liberal Democrats jumped 
on a report by business group 
London First, which said a new 
suburb should be built on green- 
belt land in Chessington to serve 
Crossrail 2 passengers. 

That led to Lib Dems claiming 
City Hall was working on plans to 
create 70,000 new homes in Chess¬ 
ington, which was the used in 
campaign literature ahead of 
May’s local elections. 

Mr Johnson and the Conserva¬ 
tive Party have always strongly de¬ 
nied the claims. 

Councillor David Cunningham, 
lead for transport, said: “I think it 
is excellent. It will be good for the 
town. We have met up with TfL be¬ 
cause part of the schemes we are 
looking at for the improvement of 
Kingston station will benefit from 
Crossrail 2.”

Cutting number of councillors will mean not enough time to help residents 


The Conservative councillors on 
Elmbridge Council are trying to 
push through an expensive con¬ 
sultation plan to reduce the num¬ 
ber of councillors from 60 to 48, 
claiming that this is driven by a 
wish to reduce costs and increase 
efficiency. 

While they are sitting on re¬ 
serves of £30m, their plan would 
mean savings of only about 38 
pence per head each year. 

An increase in councillors’ 
workloads will surely then lead 
to claims for increased council¬ 
lor allowances. 

Democracy on the cheap is no 
democracy. 

In the real world we should 
consider: 

1. How will reducing the number 
of councillors make us more 
democratic? Councillors are 
needed to make our local ser¬ 
vices more accountable and 


accessible, to be able to keep in 
touch with local needs and to 
represent these needs on the bod¬ 
ies that affect our services. Elm- 
bridge, with its 131,000-plus 
population, is not - contrary to 
Conservative claims - over-rep¬ 
resented by 60 councillors as we 
are in the middle tier of Surrey 
boroughs. 

2. It is hard enough already to get 
good people to stand as council¬ 
lors with the present workload. 
Increase this workload and more 
and more people will simply say 
they cannot devote enough time 
to the duties of a councillor - as 
former Conservative Esher 
Councillor Mark Jordan found 
when he said he could only at¬ 
tend half the meetings due to 
work and family commitments. 

3. Being a councillor is not just 
about turning up at meetings at 
the civic centre. What residents 
want is for their councillor to 


take up their complaints about 
everything from potholes to get¬ 
ting a bed for an elderly relative 
in a community hospital, dog 
dirt, planning problems, flooding 
- the list goes on and the tele¬ 
phone does not stop ringing. 

What would residents think if 
councillor numbers were axed 
and when residents rang their 
councillor he or she had to reply, 
“Sorry, I can’t help, I just haven’t 
the time because so many other 
people are ringing and emailing 
me”? 

4. Any councillors worth their 
salt will also be actively involved 
in the community as volunteers 
through being a school governor, 
working with their community 
hospital, their arts centre or 
serving on local charities such as 
the RC Sherriff Trust or Walton 
Charities. 

The workload of councillors has 


increased with the joint partner¬ 
ship committees with the county 
council and the need to nominate 
councillors on many outside bod¬ 
ies such as the Surrey health 
scrutiny committee and Thames 
Landscape Strategy. 

Who is to represent Elm- 
bridge’s interests if the number 
of councillors is reduced? 

What the Elmbridge adminis¬ 
tration fails to emphasise is that 
reducing the number of council¬ 
lors will also involve a major re¬ 
drawing of ward boundaries, 
inevitably leading to the disap¬ 
pearance of some wards alto¬ 
gether and to the creation of new 
wards with artificial boundaries 
cutting across the present com¬ 
munity identities based on our 
towns and villages. 

Is this what residents want?

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How to pay for university study 


For parents of teenagers planning on 
going to university, a major considera¬ 
tion is how to fund their studies and 
accommodation: ensuring a reason¬ 
able standard of living while not rack¬ 
ing up huge credit card debts needs 
thought and discussion. 

Tuition fees are £9,000 a year at 
most universities, although they are 
covered by a loan from the Student 
Loans Company, which is paid back 
over the student's working life after 
they earn above a certain amount. 

Other costs exist - if your child is 
planning to live away from home, 
think about rent and travel, plus food, 
clothing, text books and equipment. 
Students don't pay Council Tax if all of 
their housemates are also studying, 


but other bills will still arrive. 

A maintenance loan of £4,565 per 
year to cover living costs is available 
for students living at home.

As ROSS LOGAN finds out, Arthur Smith 
celebrates the life and music of Leonard 
Cohen in his new show at the Rose Theatre 


s there a bet¬ 
ter way to 
spend an 
evening than to listen to a man 
discuss depression, dementia 
and death, all set to the music of 
notorious “Godfather of Gloom” 
Leonard Cohen? 

As a proud miserablist, with 
an extensive collection of 
Smiths, Joy Division, Nick Cave 
and Radiohead records, I can’t. 

Which is why I shall be joining 
a crowd of fellow grumps - no 
doubt dressed entirely in 
black, smoking 
Gauloises - for 
Arthur Smith 
Sings 
Leonard 


Cohen at the Rose Theatre next 
Sunday. 

Not to everyone’s taste, per¬ 
haps, but for those who appreci¬ 
ate the Canadian octogenarian’s 
musings on isolation, break-ups 
and despair, this is must see 
stuff. 

Certainly Smith himself holds 
the view of most Cohen afi¬ 
cionados - that beneath the dark 
lyrics and sombre arrangements 
there is a sparkling and uplift¬ 
ing wit. 

“What a lot of people don’t get 
is that he’s actually very funny,” 
says Smith, speaking from 
Galway Bay following a show on 
the west coast of Ireland. 

“He’s a witty guy. 

“There's a song of his I usually 
sing in the show that he used to 
introduce by saying: ‘I only sing 
this song when I know the land¬ 
scape can support the despair 
I project.’ 

“That’s funny. What a 
great line.” 

Smith’s new show is in 
fact Volume 2 of his Cohen 
routine - the first “Arthur 
Smith Sings...” show was 
14 years ago. 

Smith has had a few 
hard knocks in the 


intervening years - he nearly 
died from necrotic pancreatitis, 
he developed diabetes, and he 
watched his mother descend 
into dementia. No wonder he 
turned back to the Cohen 
records. 

Smith says: “It’s a show about 
depression, decline, dementia 
and death. 

“It doesn’t sound like a barrel 
of laughs, but it often is. 

“When I first started doing it, 
it was more because I thought it 
was a funny title: Arthur Smith 
Sings Leonard Cohen. 

“I’ve always had a bit of an 
affinity with him. 

“It helps that I look a bit like 
him and I can growl along with 
him. 

“But one of the reasons I still 
do it is I enjoy singing his 
songs.” 

Has the man himself ever been 
to see the show? For once, Smith 
is coy. 

“I can’t say too much, because 
I don’t want to spoil the show,” 
he says. “There has been 
contact. 

“He knows about the show, and 
he approves of it in the sense 
that he hasn’t stopped me doing 
it.”

Prevent storm damage 


The fifth of November is 
traditionally a night of fun and 
mischief. But despite the fiery 
and explosive nature of Bonfire 
Night, AA Insurance data 
reveals that November is 
actually one of the least likely 
months of the year to have a 
household fire. 

In 2013, just five per cent of 
home fire claims were reported 
in November. That's compared 
to a high of 15 per cent in July. 

Janet Connor, managing 
director of AA Insurance said: 
"Out of every day of the year, 
we'd probably think Bonfire 
Night is the most likely day 
that fireworks are used 
carelessly or small bonfires get 
out of hand. 

"But our data shows that's 
not usually the case. We 
actually see more claims for 
fire damage during the 
summer. We assume that's 
down to misuse of barbecues: 
good weather and a few beers 


seem to be more conducive to a 
fiery mishap than sparklers on 
a soggy November evening. 

"I also believe that most 
people prefer to go to an 
organised display that will be 
much better value for money, 
likely to be in aid of local 
charities and certainly more 
spectacular than any home- 
organised firework party. 

"But if you do decide to have 
an amateur display at home, 
make sure you read the 
fireworks' instructions carefully 
and only use those that are 
marked to BS 7114. 

"Never try to start a bonfire 
using petrol or another 
accelerant and build it away 
from anything which could 
catch fire such as a shed or 
hedge. 

"And don't throw spent 
fireworks on to the bonfire as 
they may still have some 
unexpected explosive life left 
in them." 


Though the AA receives 
relatively few household fire 
damage claims, there is a slight 
increase in claims for theft 
during November. In November 
2013 18per cent of home 
claims were for theft, compared 
to an average of 16per cent for 
the whole 
year. 

"If there's a local firework 
display on and your lights are 
off, an opportunistic burglar 
might suspect that's where you 
are so try to make your house 
look occupied if you can - 
perhaps leave a couple of lights 
on and don't forget to lock up 
both your windows and doors. 

"The good news is that fire 
and theft are generally covered 
as standard on home insurance 
policies." 

Overall, the number of fire 
claims reported to AA 
Insurance reduced by a huge 
79per cent between 2010 and 
2013. 



Homeowners are being advised 
to take action now to prevent 
storm damage this winter. 

Tim Downes, senior claims 
manager, Lloyds Bank Insurance, 
said: "Strong winds and heavy 
rain can wreak havoc on 
homes and gardens, 
but a few simple 
steps can go a long 
way to reduce the 
damage."

Deal or no deal? 

More measures are to be intro¬ 
duced to prevent consumers 
getting bad deals when buying 
used cars, the Government has 
announced. This follows an 
investigation by the Government- 
appointed Used Car Commission 
into problems reported by 
consumers about the second-hand 
car sector which is valued at £38bn 
with 7.1m sales a year. 

Consumer Affairs minister Jo 
Swinson has called on the 
commission to implement 
proposals including: 

■ Closer cooperation between the 
police and trading standards to 
target organised criminals who 
steal vehicles for export, clone 
them or break them up for parts; 

■ The development of a minimum 
set of requirements for used car 
codes and trader approval schemes 
to ensure consumers are better 
protected.

Reduce drink-drive 


? limit 


A recent survey by the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists (IAM) has 
found more than two-thirds (68 
per cent) of those who completed 
the survey would like the Scottish 
drink-drive limit introduced across 
England and Wales. 

A total of 2,632 people took part 
in the survey throughout October 
2014 

Under the new proposal, the 
Scottish government will lower the 
legal drink-drive limit to 50mg of 
alcohol in 100ml of blood before 
Christmas - to reduce the number 
of drink-related accidents and 
deaths on Scotland's roads. 

Over 83 per cent of I AM's survey 
respondents confirmed that they 
drink alcohol, and over 47 per cent 
have agreed lowering the limit 
from 80mg to 50mg of alcohol in 
100ml of blood will reduce the 
number of accidents taking place 
across UK roads. 

lAM's director of policy and 
research, Neil Greig said: "England 
and Wales are now totally out of 
step with drink-drive limits across 
the rest of Europe. Existing 



research has shown that between 
63 and 116 lives can be saved 
every year by a lower limit. 
Different limits are also a recipe 
for confusion and the 1AM would 
urge the Westminster government 
to review its approach as a matter 
of urgency." 

The poll further revealed that 
over 53 per cent would prefer 
more thorough police checks to 
target drink-drivers, while only five 
per cent would support an 
increase in alcohol prices to tackle 
the problem.
